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Dorset Police scheme helps older 
drivers to stay safe on the roads

DORSET Police last month 
launched an ‘Older Drivers 
Forum’ designed to help keep 
older drivers on the road safely, 
for longer. 

The forum has received public 
backing by scriptwriter and 
Dorset resident Lord Julian Fel¬ 
lowes - creator of Downton Abbey' 
- and is made up of experts in road 
safety from across the county, 
with representatives from emer¬ 
gency services, charities, local au¬ 
thorities and other specialists. 

The scheme offers training, ad¬ 
vice and guidance for those mo¬ 
torists who are keen to continue 
driving safely, and resources for 
those who feel that the time is 
right for them to ‘retire’ from get¬ 
ting behind the wheel. 

With more than 96,000 full driv¬ 
ing licence holders aged over 70 in 
Dorset, the aim is to inform older 
drivers about the risks they face 
and ways to reduce them, help to 
identify when the time has come 
to retire from driving and offer rel¬ 
evant advice to older drivers, their 
family and friends, and those 
within the medical profession. 

A series of launch events took 


place last month, with officers 
from the Dorset Police traffic de¬ 
partment as well as other mem¬ 
bers of the forum, on hand to 
speak to older members of the 
community and their families. 

Lord Julian Fellowes, who backs 
the scheme said: 'The Older 
Drivers Forum is about keeping 
people behind the wheel for as 


long as they can reasonably and 
safely be there. The moment we 
should consider retiring from 
driving comes to all of us and it 
must be reassuring to learn that 
there are now so many alternative 
methods of transport available 
and ways to get around than there 
used to be, and we can help with 
these. 


'I think it’s hard for children, but 
there does come a time when it is 
actually loving to persuade your 
parent that their driving career 
should be drawing to a close. They 
have to have the strength and the 
love to take that through.' 

Police Constable Heidi Moxam, 
Road Casualty Reduction Officer 
for Dorset Police, said: 'In 2016, we 
had 125 collisions on Dorset roads 
where the driver was 70 years old 
or over, resulting in 217 casualties, 
including three who sadly lost 
their lives. 

'It is vital we invest resources in 
helping older drivers to be safe on 
the road and provide guidance and 
support to those who need to con¬ 
sider alternative methods of trans¬ 
port. 

'The forum also works to provide 
an alternative to prosecution for 
low level offences where a bespoke 
set of circumstances suggest the 
driver needs further motoring and 
health assessments.' 

Representatives from Wessex 
Drivability, Age UK, police, fire, 
opticians, local authorities and 
many more were also on hand to 
offer advice. 


Messages on 
bin lorries to 
keep residents 
informed 



HELPING people to remember what rubbish 
can go into which wheelie bin or recycling box 
can be a headache for local authorities trying 
to increase recycling rates and divert waste 
from costly treatment or landfill. 

If residents put the wrong items into the recy¬ 
cling bins and the bin crews are unable to spot 
it in time, a whole batch of recycling can be 
spoiled, potentially leading to additional cost to 
the council due to poorer quality of the batch or 
even damage to sorting facilities. 

And if confused householders give up and 
throw most - or all - of their rubbish into gen¬ 
eral waste bins, the council will end up footing 
a higher bill for waste treatment or landfill tax, 
which is charged per tonne and goes up every 
year, funded by your council tax. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP), which 
collects and disposes of rubbish for over 200,000 
households across the county of Dorset, has en¬ 
listed the help of Spedian to help get the mes¬ 
sage over about what can be recycled. 

The partnership of seven councils has fitted 
Spedian re-usable, lightweight graphics sys¬ 
tems to the sides of 25 of its bin lorries which 
visit every street where collections take place. 

Messages based around the theme “Right 
Stuff, Right Bin” will be prominently displayed 
for all to see as part of the partnership’s ongo¬ 
ing public information campaign. 

Messages can be tailored to address any par¬ 
ticular issues which may arise because the Spe¬ 
dian™ graphics panels can be quickly removed 
and replaced with a fresh message without 
damaging the vehicle in any way. Graphics can 
then be stored for use another day, making 
them ideal for seasonal campaigns. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership was formed in 
2011 to save councils money and roll out a new 
service across the county. Kerbside recycling 
services were fully delivered to the whole 
county by October 2015 whereby every house¬ 
hold in the county receives exactly the same 
service. Previously, in common with most 
counties, district/borough councils chose how 


to collect rubbish and the county council was 
responsible for disposing of it. 

The partnership achieved the highest county¬ 
wide recycling rate in 2015/16 in England and 
recycled nearly 60 per cent of its waste com¬ 
pared to a national average of 43.9 per cent; and 
continues to strive to improve performance and 
save money with a recycling target of 65 per 
cent by 2025. 

Karyn Punchard, Director of the Dorset 
Waste Partnership, said: “We have made great 
strides towards our recycling targets and are 
very grateful for residents’ co-operation. Now 
we have to optimise what we do to reach our 
targets. 

“Diverting recyclable materials from landfill 
and treatment will help to reduce council tax 
bills while safeguarding the very special Dorset 
environment. 

“Putting messages on the sides of our refuse 
and recycling vehicles provides an important 
marketing tool for us. It is an easy way to en¬ 
sure our messages have a high profile and are 
seen on a regular basis all across the county.” 

Increasing levels of food recycling is a prior¬ 
ity for the partnership. The DWP provides 
weekly collections of food using 23 litre brown 
outdoor bins and small household caddies for 
use indoors to encourage recycling. 

Despite most residents separating out their 
food in their brown food waste bin, food waste 
still takes up one fifth of Dorset's rubbish bins, 
by weight. This is bad for the environment and 
the tax-payer, as waste mixed with food is ei¬ 
ther sent away for expensive treatment or goes 
to landfill, creating harmful gases and costing 
more in Landfill Tax. 
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■ SALES of a Poppy Cheddar made by Dorset 
Cheesemakers, Ford Farm, is set to raise at 
least £11,000 for this year's Royal British 
Legion appeal. 

A total of 15,000 of the distinctive cheeses, 
aged for up to nine months before being 
pressed into the shape of The Royal British 
Legion's iconic poppy logo, and then coated 
in a shiny poppy-red wax are mainly on sale at 
Tesco branches nationwide. 

Each individual cheddar is being sold at £2 
with a minimum of 75p for each one sold 
donated directly to the Poppy Appeal. 

Last year, with the support of Tesco, Ford 
Farm raised £8.5k for the Poppy Appeal. This 
year, they are hoping to increase that figure 
to over 11k. 

The Poppy Cheddars are made using Ford 
Farm's award winning West Country 
Farmhouse PDO Cheddar which is made by 
hand from milk sourced from local herds.

place, the odds are that there would have been 
other people on the beach, and this fire would 
never have started. 

“It was fortunate that none of the perpetrators 
was hurt - and it was also fortunate that nearby 
people and properties weren’t damaged. That 
could have happened, if the undergrowth were 
drier and there had been a different wind direc¬ 
tion. 

“The community is still calling for the steps 
to be reinstated - our charity currently has 825 
members on its Facebook page, Friends of Cas¬ 
tle Cove Beach - but we are pleased that at last 
things are starting to move. Our excellent 
County Councillor has prodded Dorset County 
Council into repairing the footpath to the steps 
- work will begin shortly - and we are starting 
a major fundraising drive to raise the money to 
build the steps.” 

Police Constable Roger Clark, of Weymouth 
police, said: "Those responsible for this offence 
put themselves in great danger as the fire 
caused the whole structure to collapse and it is 
fortunate nobody was seriously injured. 

"We have made a number of enquiries into 
this incident and I am appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses to contact us. 

"It is believed there was a group of young peo¬ 
ple in the area around the time of the incident 
and I would be keen to speak to anyone with in¬ 
formation that can assist our investigation."

Auctioneers guilty of misleading 
customers over fake paintings 


DUKE’S Fine Art Auctioneers, of Dorchester, 
pleaded guilty to eight charges of misleading 
customers about the authenticity of artworks 
at Weymouth Magistrates Court on October 30. 

The court ordered the company to pay 
£18,275 in fines and costs. 

The court heard that in February 2016 the 
partnership was offered the opportunity to 
sell artworks purportedly by the Cornish 
artist Alfred Wallis (1855-1942). 

Wallis began painting in his 70s and was 
well known for painting and drawing on any 
available material and for giving these works 
of art away. It was only after he died that his 
skill was recognised and genuine works by 
him became valuable. 

The auction was planned for September 2016 
but in the intervening period doubts were 
raised with Duke’s as to the provenance of the 
artworks. They failed to take reasonable steps 
to follow-up these doubts up. 

Just prior to the auction Dorset County 
Council Trading Standards Service were in¬ 
formed of issues with the paintings and they 
were seized, preventing a significant loss by 
any prospective purchaser. The lots included 
a drawing on a cigarette packet, paintings on 
various household items as well as a blow 
torch and a tea chest. The expected price 
range for all the items, as indicated by Duke’s, 
was £64,500 - £115,500. 

Trading Standards had the cigarette packet 
examined by an expert who stated that the 
logo design was approved for use by John 
Player & Sons in 1956, 14 years after the 
artist’s death. 

The painted lots were sent for chemical anal¬ 
ysis and forensic examination by indepen¬ 
dent experts who stated that they found: 

• the presence of false patinas on six of the 
objects, 


• paint materials that belonged to a period 
other than that being portrayed, and 

• extreme softness of the paints. 

They concluded that this “suggests that 
these works were produced with deceptive in¬ 
tent, in relatively recent times, in order to re¬ 
semble authentic pieces by Wallis.” 

Counsel for the defendant Tim Bradbury 
said that the partnership had been wanting in 
their due diligence but that they had im¬ 
proved their policies now. Duke’s had been 
the victim, suffering for the fraud and dishon¬ 
esty of others.

Fishing boat items 
cause full scale search 

ITEMS thought to come from a fishing boat 
prompted a sea and land search off the 
Chesil last week. 

The items, including fishing boxes and 
other debris, were found on the beach late 
afternoon on Thursday, October 26th. 

Weymouth RNLI all-weather lifeboat was 
launched at 3.20pm to join in the search of 
Chesil Beach from Ferry Bridge to Langton 
Herring. Lyme Regis RNLI inshore lifeboat 
and the Coastguard helicopter also joined 
in the sea search while the Coastguard CRT 
team from Wyke scoured the beach on foot. 

With the sea area thoroughly searched 
with nothing found and dusk approaching 
the operation was stood down.

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Hospital protest group will 
take CCG to judicial review

MEMBERS of the Keep Kingfisher and Ma¬ 
ternity at DCH (Dorset County Hospital) a 
24/7 Consultant Led Unit are preparing to 
take Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) to judicial review 

The group launched a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to raise money for the first stage of the 
review - which will determine if they have 
a case or not - to see if the CCG was lawful 
in its recent decisions on the future of 
healthcare in Dorset. 

Members feel that the decisions made by 
members of Dorset CCG’S governing body 
are detrimental to the county’s residents, 
bringing longer journey times and over-sub¬ 
scribed A&E departments. 

In September, health bosses unanimously 
agreed for paediatric and maternity ser¬ 
vices in the west of the country to be shared 
between Dorset County Hospital and Yeovil 
District Hospital, but the decision on which 
hospital will house the 24/7 consultant led 
unit is yet to be decided. 

Members also voted to transfer Poole hos¬ 
pital’s maternity and A&E facilities to 
Bournemouth, which will also be the major 
emergency hospital. 

The group state: “Dorset CCG is planning 
changes to the NHS in Dorset, which will in¬ 
volve: moving Poole maternity to 
Bournemouth; moving the major A&E from 
Poole to Bournemouth; potentially moving 


the children’s and maternity consultant led 
and overnight care from Dorchester to 
Yeovil or Bournemouth and the closure of 
some community hospitals. 

“These changes matter because thousands 
of people will struggle to travel to 
Bournemouth, which is surrounded by con¬ 
gested roads - which means that lives may 
be lost in transit - and because many resi¬ 
dents in rural Dorset have no access to pub¬ 
lic transport to travel the greater distances 
involved. 

“Over 10 per cent of Dorset’s population 
have signed petitions opposing these cuts. 

“The consultation published by the CCG 
used evidence based on surveys of less than 
2.5 per cent of the population to justify their 
decision.” 

When the recommendations were an¬ 
nounced, Martyn Webster, manager of 
Healthwatch Dorset, said that residents’ 
concerns will not go away. 

He said: “For the winners, services will 
improve and they will find they are getting 
better access to better care. 

“For the losers, they will find that commu¬ 
nity beds in their own area have gone 
and/or they're having to travel further to 
get the acute hospital services they need - 
and those longer journeys will have the po¬ 
tential of putting them at more risk than 
they were before.” 

Group member Debby said: “We are not 
happy with the closures and downgrades. 

“The best located A&E in Poole will be 


closed and the A&Es are all oversubscribed. 

“The whole thing is pretty awful and the 
ambulance service is on its knees, with 
waits of up to three hours. 

“We will have longer journey times, capac¬ 
ity problems - it is pretty bleak, especially 
for people outside the safe journey times.” 

The group has been able to raise the initial 
£1,500 for solicitors to explore if the case has 
merit. 

If it is found that it does, and the CCG can 
be taken to judicial review, around £20,000 
will then need to be raise for legal costs.

Dorset CCG say they want to engage with 
the group members and recognise their con¬ 
cerns. 

A spokesperson said: “We are aware of the 
fundraising campaign. 

“The CCG has been in contact with the 
Kingfisher ward campaigners throughout 
the Clinical Services Review and we are 
keen to continue to engage with them to un¬ 
derstand their concerns. 

“It may be helpful to remember that talks 
are continuing to take place regarding the 
future of consultant-led maternity and pae¬ 
diatric services in the west of Dorset and 
South Somerset and there will be further 
public consultation, in partnership with 
Somerset Clinical Commissioning Group 
before any final decisions are made.”

Let’s talk about... death 


A CAFE in Dorchester was buzzing with chat¬ 
ter, laughter and conversation earlier this 
month as people discussed ... death. 

Death Cafe is a national movement that aims 
to spark conversation about one of life’s 
biggest taboos. 

Weldmar Hospicecare teamed up with Dorset 
County Hospital’s Specialist Palliative Care 
Team to offer people the opportunity to meet 
up and talk about issues surrounding death. 

About 20 people turned up to Hendover Cafe 
in Dorchester, and talked about their own and 
others’ attitudes to death. 

They discussed talking points set at each 
table, including how they would like to be re¬ 
membered, how they would like to be buried, 
and how, or if, we should talk to children about 
death. Some had come after a recent bereave¬ 
ment, while others still had questions about 
how death had been handled in their families 
in the distant past. 

Sandra Graves was amongst those who at¬ 
tended the event after completing a course 
called ‘How To Die Well’. She said: “An awful 
lot of people are frightened about dying, due to 
the unknown elements and because they are 
unaware of the support available. Many don't 


understand what palliative care teams do and 
about the support on offer for families”. 

Retired teacher Chrissy Brooks said: “I think 
it matters to talk about death in places like 
this. Too many people are embarrassed to talk 
about it. My father was an undertaker and my 
sister is one, so I’m used to it. I brought a friend 
this evening who has suffered a recent be¬ 
reavement. She's struggling a bit and I thought 
it might help her”. 

People discussed the different types of funer¬ 
als now on offer compared to the standard 
burials years ago, and watched a clip of the 
film ‘What We Did on Our Holidays’, where the 
children give their grandfather a Viking fu¬ 
neral in the sea. 

One woman, who had been traumatised by 
the lack of explanation of her brother’s death 
when he was a teenager, said: “I think we 
should educate children about death from an 
early age. We should make it less frightening 
for them.”

Terrapin-ing for a better life, not just for Christmas 



SNAPPING on the heels of Reptile 
Awareness Day, the animal care 
team at Sea Life Weymouth is keen 
to stress the importance of respon¬ 
sible exotic pet ownership. 

With Christmas just eight weeks 
away, terrapins are often consid¬ 
ered the perfect festive gift by po¬ 
tential owners without careful 
research going into the challenges 
owning one requires. 

Sarah Everett, senior aquarist at 
Sea Life Weymouth said: “We are 
constantly inundated with calls 
about re-homing unwanted terrap¬ 
ins and turtles. Unfortunately it is 
a trend we are seeing more and 
more as animals are readily bought 
as presents for Christmas. 

“A lot of the time people don’t 
fully understand the challenges of 
looking after an exotic pet. They 
buy an animal when it is young be¬ 
cause it is cute and small, not real¬ 
ising these animals life for 30-plus 
years, and require large tanks with 
specialist equipment.” 

Made popular in the early 1990s, 
thousands of the N. America-native 
reptile, each capable of living up to 
30 years, were bought by young 
fans of the Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtle cartoon. This led to hun¬ 
dreds of boating lakes, canals and 
waterways in towns and cities be¬ 
coming populated with terrapins 
and small turtles. 

As the 50p-sized brightly-coloured 
babies grow to mature adults the 
size of dinner plates with specialist 
dietary and accommodation needs, 
they are sometimes abandoned by 
owners unable to cope. 


Terrapins can live for 30 or more years 

In 2016, RSPCA officers helped 352 
terrapins (or sliders) in England and 
Wales - up by 32 per cent compared 
to five years earlier, in 2011, when 
they helped 267. 

Nicola White, RSPCA exotics spe¬ 
cialist, said: “The RSPCA would 
strongly urge people to do their re¬ 
search before buying an exotic pet 
like a reptile, to ensure they are able 
to meet the animal’s needs. 

“As with all pet reptiles, pond ter¬ 
rapins or ‘sliders’ need to be cared 
for properly in a set-up that mimics 
their natural environment as closely 
as possible. While prospective own¬ 
ers want to do the best for their pet, 
it can be difficult for them to access 
the kind of high quality, consistent 
care information that’s needed en¬ 
sure a pet terrapin’s requirements 
will be met. So the RSPCA has pro¬ 


duced an informative pond terrapin 
care sheet which helps explain the 
dietary, behavioural, social and en¬ 
vironmental needs of these terrap¬ 
ins. ” 

Sea Life Weymouth homes 34 ter¬ 
rapins within its Turtle Sanctuary, 
more than half of which were do¬ 
nated by the public as unwanted 
pets. Additional residents were 
bound for the pet trade but seized by 
customs at border control due to im¬ 
proper paperwork. Now full to ca¬ 
pacity, the Animal Care team is 
urging people to think very carefully 
before taking the plunge. 

Since 2015 it has been illegal for 
any EU zoo or aquarium to accept 
additional freshwater turtles, under 
the EU Invasive Alien Species Regu¬ 
lations. The list of 37 species that are 
now banned from import include all 


three Trachemys scripta sub species 
(Red Eared terrapin, Yellow Bellied 
terrapin and Cumberland terrapin). 

Tony Whitehead, spokesperson for 
the RSPB South West said: “The de¬ 
liberate or accidental release of non¬ 
native species is a major problem for 
the natural environment and, in the 
case of terrapins, is illegal in the UK. 

“Many of these non-native species 
are very invasive and can have a 
damaging effect on native flora and 
fauna. In the case of terrapins they 
will consume any native aquatic an¬ 
imal life, as well as plants, they can 
catch and so are an unnatural pres¬ 
sure on native wildlife. 

“Terrapins will reduce the number 
of invertebrates and possibly fish 
and they will take ducklings. They 
are possible carriers of aquatic dis¬ 
eases that don’t normally occur in 
the wild. They can also carry dis¬ 
eases, such as salmonella, that are 
transferable to people and pets.” 

David Willis, from the British Her- 
petological Society said: “Although 
terrapins and other reptiles can 
make amazing additions to any 
home, their care has to come first. 
They live a long time, and owner’s 
needs to be aware of their needs. If 
people are considering such a pur¬ 
chase, it is only fair that they are 
prepared to meet the food, heating, 
maintenance and medical bills over 
time.”

Weymouth has the 
worst weekly wages 

WEYMOUTH and Portland has the 
dubious distinction of having the 
lowest average weekly wages in the 
country. 

The rate is just £282.90 a week 
according to the latest data from the 
Office of National Statistics. And it’s 
still falling. The average weekly pay 
fell by a whopping 8.3 per cent last 
year. 

The average weekly wage in 
Weymouth and Portland is £25 below 
the next worst in Rother near 
Sheffield. 

When taking inflation into account, 
South West workers are still £38 a 
week worse off than they were before 
the financial crash. The ONS figures 
show that for the year to April 2017 
real wages in the South West were 
8.5 per cent below their 2008 level. 

Nationally, inflation has overtaken 
wage growth for the last six months, 
so the South West TUC is concerned 
that next year could be even worse. 

TUC Regional Secretary for the 
South West Nigel Costley said: "Most 
families still haven’t recovered from 
the financial crash, yet their pay 
packets are now taking another 
hammering. It’s leaving working 
people facing hardship and getting 
deeper into debt. Weymouth and 
Portland seems stuck in an economy 
that can only offer poor pay and the 
failure of government to address the 
pay squeeze has left communities 
feeling abandoned. 

"Public sector workers have had it 
especially hard, with real pay cuts 
for seven long years. The Chancellor 
must use next month’s budget to give 
them the pay rise they’ve earned. 

"He should also use the budget to 
help bring great jobs to the South 
West, by investing in skills and 
infrastructure. And he must help 
low-paid workers by raising the 
minimum wage to £10 an hour as 
soon as possible." 


Rogue traders conned 
pensioner out of £120,000 


FOUR rogue traders have been 
jailed after conning an elderly 
Wimborne woman out of her 
£120,000 life savings. 

John Hart, aged 61 and of Han- 
nington Place in Bournemouth, 
Daniel Baker, 40 and of Cartwright 
Close in Bournemouth, Philip Bud- 
den, 37 and of Malmesbury Park 
Road in Bournemouth, and 
Daniel Sherwood, 34 and of Ring- 
wood Road in Bournemouth, 
were all sentenced at 
Bournemouth Crown Court on 
Monday, October 30th. 

Hart was jailed for six years and 
four months, Baker for two years 
and eight months, Budden for 
four years and six months and 
Sherwood was handed a five-year 
prison term. 

Hart and Budden pleaded guilty 
to fraud by false representation 
and Baker admitted money laun¬ 
dering offences at a hearing at the 
same court on Monday, October 
2nd. Sherwood was found guilty 
of two money laundering offences 
following a trial earlier this

month. 

The case related to the theft of 
£120,000 from a vulnerable elderly 


woman between March 2013 and 
July 2015. 

The victim, who is now aged 
88, paid out the money by mak¬ 
ing cheques for work that had 
either not been completed or 
had been poorly completed and 
she had been excessively 
charged. 

Officers from Dorset Police 
were alerted to the offences 
when on information was re¬ 
ceived from Lloyds Bank in Fer- 
ndown raising concerns about 
transactions on the victim’s ac¬ 
count. 

The victim was initially con¬ 
tacted by Hart, who enquiried 
about installing house insula¬ 
tion as part of a government 
scheme. This resulted in her 
paying Hart £56,400 over the 
course of two years for work 
that was not needed. Budden 
also contacted the victim and 
obtained £24,059 in cheques for 
poor and unnecessary work. 

An unidentified man who 
claimed to work for the local au¬ 


thority attended the victim’s 
home and said he had found a 
water leak which had been 
traced to her address. The vic¬ 
tim was asked to pay a total of 
£40,400 for the work to be re¬ 
paired. There was no evidence 
of any work ever having taken 
place. Baker admitted to receiv¬ 
ing the money but claimed he 
did not go to the address or meet 
the victim. This was not dis¬ 
puted by the prosecution, which 
also accepted that there was no 
evidence linking Baker to Hart 
and Budden. 

Sherwood was found guilty of 
receiving some of the money re¬ 
ceived by Baker. 

The victim paid for further 
work to her home including re¬ 
pairs to her roof, insulation, 
damp proofing and general 
work around the house and gar¬ 
den. Independent experts ruled 
that the prices quoted were 
highly excessive and the work 
had either not been carried out 
or was of poor quality.

Ray says the lack of volunteers 
means they're having to make 
some tough choices: "It does 
mean that we are busy doing the 
practical side, rather than doing 
the counselling, the listening and 
the comforting side." 


Little tern breaks breeding records on Chesil Beach 


ONE of our smallest and most elegant 
seabirds has broken recent breeding records 
at its sole South West England stronghold on 
Chesil Beach with up to 73 chicks taking to 
the skies. 

Thirty-eight pairs of little terns bred on the 
pebbles of Chesil Beach this summer, and up 
to 73 chicks fledged, a recent record number 
of young for the colony and making it one of 
the most successful sites in UK. 

Volunteers have once again played a key 
role in the Little Tern Recovery Project's suc¬ 
cess, with 56 people devoting hours of their 
time to watching nests, and helping make 
sure the vulnerable birds were not disturbed 


by passers-by, pets, or predators. 

Helen Booker speaking for RSPB said: "It's 
been a great year, and we're all delighted with 
how the chicks have done. In total 77 hatched 
and up to 73 fledged, so over the summer we 
only lost four chicks. 

"It just goes to show that with the right 
amount of management and the support of 
our dedicated team of volunteers these birds 
can succeed. We really believe they are now 
well on the way to recovery on this wonderful 
part of the Dorset coast." 

Chesil is South West England's only little 
tern colony and as recently as the late 1990s 
as many as 100 pairs bred there. The number 


dipped to only ten pairs in 2008 and the 
colony's productivity this summer is the re¬ 
sult of eight years hard work by organisa¬ 
tions involved in the Little Recovery Tern 
Project. 

Jane White from Portland Court Leet, pro¬ 
ject partners who have offered further vital 
funding for next year's season, said: "We are 
really proud to be able to support this suc¬ 
cessful project that is really helping these 
amazing seabirds to make a strong recovery 
on the Fleet. There is still a lot to do though 
and the project will need continued support 
to build upon this success."

Winter's salty roads and inclement 
weather mean you're likely to use far more 
windscreen washer fluid than normal, so 
make sure you've got plenty in the bottle. In 
the summer, you can use more water than 
washer fluid, but the fluid should be less 
dilute in winter because the fluid has an 
anti-freezing agent in it. 

It's also worth checking all the 
car's other vital fluids, such 
as oil and coolant. 


When temperatures fall below seven 
degrees, winter tyres provide more grip than 
normal rubber, and their performance in snowy 
and wet conditions is vastly superior. In fact, they 
can make such a difference that countries including 
Germany and Austria have made them compulsory 
during the winter months. Beware, though, that 
you'll need to keep your summer tyres for when the 
weather improves, because above seven degrees, 
winter rubber becomes less effective. Rather than 
changing the tyres themselves, it's often easiest 
to put winter tyres on some cheap steel 
wheels and simply run the car on those 
between December and April before 
swapping back to your nice, shiny 
alloys.

Snow chains are rarely useful in the 
UK, but if you plan to take your car 
abroad, you'll find they're often a legal 
requirement. Don't use them unless you 
absolutely have to, though, because they 
tear up roads and offer far less grip than 
winter tyres unless there's snow under the 
wheels. It's also worth noting that some 
modern cars can't accommodate snow 
chains thanks to their huge alloy 
wheels, and that some alternatives, 
such as snow socks, are illegal 
in some countries.

A pamphlet of the work from the writers at St Paul's, and the 
photographs of Brendan Buesnel, Seldom Heard Voices, will be 
launched at the event, and available for only £5. Proceeds from 
the sale of the book will be going to St Paul’s homeless shelter. 

'I'm both moved and humbled by the writing in Seldom 
Heard Voices,' said Ged Duncan of Apothecary. 'But also feel 
that it contains some outstanding poetry, coming from the 
depths of human experience. It makes this an unmissable 
event and a collectible pamphlet, both for those who care 
about people whose voices are rarely heard, but for those who 
love good art.'

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C, fan 160°C, gas 4 
and line the base and sides of a round 23cm- 
diameter springform tin. 

2. Melt the chocolate and butter in a bowl over 
a saucepan of barely simmering water, making 
sure the bowl doesn't touch the water, or gently 
melt in the microwave (at a low setting); stir 
until smooth. Remove from the heat; cool for 20 
minutes. 

3. In a large bowl using a wooden spoon, beat 
the eggs, caster sugar and vanilla extract. Then 
beat in the clementine zest and juice, port and 
spices until just combined. In a separate bowl 
sift the flour, baking powder and % teaspoon 
salt. Pour the cooled chocolate mixture into the 
beaten eggs and mix until combined and 
smooth, then fold in the flour mix until just 
combined and there is no flour visible. 

4. Pour the mixture into the lined tin. Transfer 
to the oven and bake for 20-30 minutes until set 
on top but still a little gooey inside. Leave to 
cool completely in the tin before unmoulding. 

5. Cut the cooled brownie cake into 12 
triangular tree-shaped wedges - you can slice 


off the rounded bottoms to give a straight 
edge, if you like. 

6 . Mix the icing sugar with 2 teaspoons of 
water, adding a drop or two more if needed to 
make a thick but runny icing. Drizzle or pipe 
over the brownie triangles in a zigzag pattern. 
Scatter with the star sprinkles and insert a 
chocolate finger to create a tree trunk. Leave 
the icing to set for at least 2 hours before 
serving.

For the chocolate profiteroles 

• 125g plain flour 

• 25g cocoa 

• 2 tsp caster sugar 

• lOOg butter, in small pieces 

• 3 large eggs, lightly beaten 
For the filling and topping 

• 300ml whipping cream 

• 1 tbsp icing sugar 

• 1 tsp brandy (optional) 

• 2 x lOOg bars Belgian white 
chocolate, in pieces 

• 50g ready-to-roll green icing 

• 15g ready-to-roll red icing 

Oiftecttciifr 

1. Preheat the oven to 220°C, fan 
200°C, gas 7. Sift the flour, cocoa and 
a pinch of salt onto a square of 
baking paper that you have folded in 
half and opened again. 

2. Over a low heat and in a medium 
pan, gently heat 300ml water, the 
caster sugar and the butter. Once the 
butter has melted, turn the heat up 
and, as soon as the liquid comes to 
the boil, take the pan off the heat. 

3. Pour the flour mix from the baking 
paper into the pan, then return the 
pan to the heat and cook for 1 minute, 
stirring all the time with a wooden 
spoon. You will need to beat the mix 
vigorously and keep going until it 
comes away from the sides of the pan 
- this will take a few minutes. 

4. Take the pan off the heat and leave 
the mixture to cool for 5 minutes. 


5. Next, little by little, beat in the eggs, 
making sure the egg is fully absorbed 
into the dough with each addition. You 
can do this with an electric mixer if you 
prefer. You will have a thick, glossy 
paste; leave it to cool slightly. Then, 
using a large piping bag with a 1.5-2cm 
plain nozzle, pipe 24 small balls onto a 
large, lined baking tray. If you don't 
have a piping bag, you can use a 
teaspoon - put 24 heaped teaspoonfuls 
of the mix on the lined tray and, with 
damp hands, roll each into a ball. Either 
way, smooth out the tops with a damp 
finger. 

6 . Bake the profiteroles for 25 minutes 
until puffed and risen, then remove 
from the oven. If you're going to fill 
them using a piping bag, quickly make 
a hole in the bottom of each one with a 
skewer then return them to the oven, 
on their sides, for 10 minutes. 
Alternatively, halve them and return 
them to the oven. After the 10 minutes, 
cool the profiteroles on a wire rack. 

7. In a bowl, whip the cream with the 
icing sugar and brandy, if using. Then, 
using a piping bag, fill each profiterole. 
Or, fill the halved profiteroles with the 
whipped cream using a teaspoon. 

8. Melt the white chocolate in a bowl 
over a pan of barely simmering water. 
Spoon a little of the chocolate over 
each profiterole and leave them to set 
in the fridge for 30 minutes. 

9. To decorate, roll out the green icing 
and use a veined holly leaf cutter to 
stamp out 48 tiny holly leaves (or you 
can cut them by hand) and roll tiny 
berries from the red icing; use these to 
top each profiterole.

WEYMOUTH'S superb run of six consecu¬ 
tive victories was brought to an end by a 
determined Frome Town at the Bob Lucas 
Stadium last Tuesday night. 

Weymouth failed to reach the heights of 
their recent performances that had seen 
them equal a run of victories last achieved 
almost five years ago, conceding a soft 
first half goal before producing a thrilling 
finish which ended with the Robins break¬ 
ing away in the last seconds to double 
their score. 

There was an edgy start to the game 
from both sides but it appeared that Wey¬ 
mouth were beginning to take control, 
when Frome took the lead on 18 minutes 
with what can be described as a bizarre 
goal after Marcus Mapstone could only 
head Jon Davies' free kick up in the air six 
yards from goal. 

As it dropped, Ashley Wells failed to get 
enough on the ball as he attempted to 
head it back to Mark Travers. The keeper 
having anticipated the situation had 


dropped to his knees to smother the ball 
which bounced up in front of him allow¬ 
ing Robins striker Jake Jackson to hook 
the ball home virtually on the line. 

The goal gave Frome impetus and they 
started to get back in the game and on 25 
minutes Davies, once again a very influ¬ 
ential player throughout, sped down the 
right wing before crossing to Jackson 
whose volley just cleared the far post. 

After Ben Thomson got the ball stuck 
under his foot and miscued Calvin Brooks' 
cross, it appeared as if Brandon Goodship 
would deliver the goods again with an 
equaliser just after the half hour. Josh Wake¬ 
field played him in behind the Robins de¬ 
fence with a magnificent pass, and it looked 
odds on that the striker with nine goals in his 
last six games would score. However the ex¬ 
perienced Robins keeper Kyle Phillips was 
out quickly to close the angle and he slid his 
shot wide of the far post. 

There was a similar result at the other 
end following an error by Wells when 
Davies missed his kick after a fine run and 
cut back by Mitchell Page, and Jackson 


after neatly turning his marker shot wide 
of the far post. 

At the other end a Mapstone clearance 
bounced nicely for Brooks as he chal¬ 
lenged, but the full back thrashed his vol¬ 
ley beyond the far post. 

The half ended with Page just drifting 
his attempted lob over Travers beyond 
the far post. 

With Weymouth now back in contention 
the second half started with both sides 
looking hungry. 

Davies angled shot from wide on the 
touchline just drifted wide of the far post 
whilst Jackson rounded Wells to fire in a 
shot. At the other end a jinking run from 
Brooks was only stopped by a brilliant 
tackle from Ollie Knight inside the box. 

Knight then crashed a shot against 
Travers crossbar with a neat chip before 
Thomson frustratingly finished a 30 yard 
run with a scuffed shot. 

Weymouth begam pushing the Robins 
back as they looked for an equaliser but 
the Frome defence, particularly central 
defenders Mapstone and Chas Hem- 


mings were very solid. 

Goodship saw plenty of the ball and 
tried to work good positions, but the 
Robins closed him down quickly and got 
block tackles in before he could get his 
shot away. 

The Terras had a great chance to get on 
equal terms on 79 minutes when sub Matt 
tubs was put in by Goodship, but Phillips 
was quickly from his goal and thwarted 
him brilliantly with his legs. 

The Robins were now working overtime 
as Weymouth continued to push for the 
equaliser, and two minutes from time 
they thought they had achieved it with 
the first of a series of corners. Jake Mc¬ 
Carthy's header was cleared off the line 
and rebounded to Travers who had come 
up to help. His searing volley looked des¬ 
tined to find the top corner but struck a 
defender and deflected over the bar. 

Four minutes into added time another 
corner was cleared and reached sub Dar¬ 
ren Jeffries on the edge of his own box. 
With Travers stranded he raced away 
down the length of the pitch before rolling 
the ball home from 25 yards as Weymouth 
defenders looked to catch him. 

Another day Weymouth might well have 
taken something from this match, but 
you have to credit Frome for a spirited 
performance to take the points.

“We felt there was a foul on Jake as 
he went up with Mills just before the 
third goal, and the fourth was bizarre 
as the referee blew for a free kick 
against Mark Cooper and appeared to 
be calling him towards her and Here¬ 
ford have taken the kick and she has 
allowed it. We were naive in that we 
should have been alert but even the 
crowd took 20 seconds to register it 
was a goal, so we were a bit perplexed 
by her decision.” 

Asked about Baggi’s role in the team 


he said: “We knew he was being re¬ 
leased so have been speaking with 
him for a few weeks. He’s a little bit 
different from anyone else we’ve got 
and considering he only trained with 
us once on Thursday and then played 
90 minutes with players he’s not used 
to, he did very well. We think he will 
be an asset as he will give us a differ¬ 
ent option and a different way of play¬ 
ing as well at times” 

He was also full of praise for Tiago 
Sa and Harry Baker saying: “Tiago 
came in at left back. He’s had a bit of 
an on/off season with injury and un¬ 
availability and then not been able to 
get back into the side, he showed up 
really well on Saturday against a good 


winger from Hereford, whilst Harry 
put in another decent performance 
and could have had two or three goals 
himself.” 

Reflecting on the overall result he 
said: “On the day Hereford deserved 
the win, I don’t think we can have any 
qualms about that. We had periods 
when we were in the game or indeed 
on top but we to be harder to score 
against and better at taking our 
chances as we did miss a few, but as 
always there were some positives. 

“But we’re doing all right. I think a 
few people have over reacted to last 
Tuesday’s defeat; it’s was always 
going to happen especially in such a 
competitive league.” 
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
